Constitutional 
Amendment Set 
For Vote Today 


WASHINGTON

constitutional 
amendment 
to 
lower the voting age in all elec­ 
tions to 18 came up for approv­ 
al by the Senate today, almost 
30 
years 
after 
it 
was 
in­ 
troduced. 
Before considering that pro­ 
posal which has backing of 87 
members, the Senate scheduled 
action on an amendment by 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy giv­ 
ing the District of Columbia full 
representation in Congress. 
Kennedy wanted his proposal 
attached 
to 
the 
18-year-vote 
amendment. 
But 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield 
said 
Kennedy’s measure would be 
disposed of first in the interest 
of saving the voting-age amend­ 
ment. 
The 18-year proposal applies 
to state and local elections. A 
bill lowering the minimum age 
to 18 in all elections passed 
Congress last year but the Su­ 
preme Court held it applies 
only to federal elections. 
As a result, the voting age 
now is 18 for federal elections 
but not for state and local elec­ 
tions except in Alaska, Georgia 
and Kentucky, states that low­ 
ered the voting age to IS on 
their own. Hawaii has a 20-year 
minimum. 
Supporters 
of 
the 
con­ 
stitutional amendment u'ant to 
speed it through Congress for 
a chance to ratify it before next 
year’s elections. The House will 
act on the proposed amendment 
next week. 
Sen. Birch Bayh. D-ind., floor 
manager for the amendment, 
said state officials have esti­ 
mated a dual-age voting system 
in next year’s ^lections would 
cost up to $20 million and 
create confusion and an intoler­ 
able administrative burden. 
Aside from that, he 
said, 
“dual-age voting is morally in­ 
defensible and patently illogic­ 
al. How can we deny younger 
voters a voice in local affairs 
when we allow them the right 
to participate in the selection of 
the nation’s highest officials?”

“But I want the American 
people to be able to be led by 
me. or by my successor, along 
a course that allows us to do 
what is needed to help keep the 
peace in this world.” 
Nixon said it was ironic “that 
the great internationalists of 
the post-World War II period 
h a v e 
become

isolationists of the Vietnam war 
period and especially of the pe­ 
riod accompanying the ending 
of that war.” 
“Part of the answer,” he sug­ 
gested. “is simply that Ameri­ 
cans, like all idealists, are very 
impatient people.

To End ROTO 


KENT, Ohio (AP) - The 
Kent State University Faculty 
Senate will consider March 29 
recommendations from the KSU 
Educational 
Policies 
Council, 
including one that ROTC 
be 
continued on the campus. 
The 
ROTC recommendation 
suggested changes which would, 
in effect, deemphasize the mili­ 
tary aspect of the program. 
The 
council’s 
recommenda­ 
tion is one of several made at 
Kent State by different groups 
since the ROTC building was 
burned during an antiwar de­ 
monstration last May 2. 
A 
52-member 
presidential 
commission recommended last 
August that ROTC be abolished 
by September of 1972. 
Changes in ROTC recommend­ 
ed by the council include: 
—Reclassification of the Ar­ 
my and Air Force ROTC as pro­ 
grams instead of departments.

NEW YORK (AP) — Listen- 
ing to Jam es Cash Penny at­ 
tribute his success to obser­ 
vance of the golden rule was, 
j ou thought, little more than 
listening to an old 
man ro­ 
m anticize about his past. 
It was soon to be his 86th 
birthday, and he sat there 18 
floors up in the Penney Build­ 
ing, 
headquarters 
for 
1.700 
stores bearing his nam e, just 
as 
comfortably 
as 
he 
might 
have sat upon a shipm ent of 
yardgoods in his first store in 
K em m erer, Wyo., in 1902. 
“ I don’t ‘think’ it was the 
golden rule,” he said. “ I know 
it was the golden rule. I can’t 
believe it was anything else.” 
It sounded anachronistic. 
Old men, you thought, don’t 
m erely tend to idealize; they do 
it alm ost invariably. 
After 
numerous 
interviews, 
for example, you could easily 
become convinced that no self­ 
made man ever was just poor; 
he was terribly poor, as he saw 
it. Good stores aren’t made of 
the 
ascent from 
middle-class 
affluence to great wealth. 
But one wonders about J. C. 
Penney, who died Feb. 12 in his 
96th year. He certainly did rise 
up from alm ost nothing. And he 
certainly did apply the golden 
rule as he saw' it. 
But did 
his 
success 
come 
from observance of the golden 
rule, as he insisted, or were 
there many other reasons? 
The question is pertinent to­ 
day, as always, when hotshots 
in new enterprises produce fab­ 
ulous, glamorous success sto­ 
ries for months or years. Ask 
yourself: Could J.C. Penney’s 
“ Original 
Body 
of 
Doctrine” 
win today? 
Here it is: 
“ To serve the public, as near­ 
ly as we can, it is complete sat­ 
isfaction. 
“ To offer the best possible 
dollar’s worth of quality and 
value. 
“ To strive constantly for a 
high 
level of intelligent 
and 
helpful service. 
“ To charge a fair profit for 
what we offer — and not all the 
traffic will bear. 
‘‘To apply this test to every­ 
thing we do; Does it square 
with what is just and right?” 
This is the way to m ake mon­ 
ey? Well, it does have its prob­ 
lems, as Penney related in de­ 


scribing the failure of his first 
venture, a butcher shop. The 
story 
comes 
from 
his 
book, 
“ View 
From the Ninth Dec­ 
ade.” 
He had just taken over the 
business when his m eatcutter 
offered 
some well m eant 
ad­ 
vice. “ You want to look after 
the 
chef at the 
hotel,” 
the 
m eatcutter said. 
“ Look 
after 
him ?” 
tsked 
Penney. “ What do you mean? 
How? W hy?” 
“ You’re supposed to give him 
a 
bottle of bourbon once a 
week 
He’s mad 
that 
you 
haven’t done it yet.” 
“ Why should he expect whis­ 
ky from m e?” 
“ For giving you the hotels 
trade. He told me today if you 
don’t start getting a bottle over 
to him, bing! no more orders.” 
Penney bought the bottle and 
gave it to the chef rather than 
risk losing the hotel’s trade. 
But then his conscience 
ha­ 
rassed him. 
“ Father would simply point 
out that what I was doing was 
compromising principle. I wor­ 
ried my decision backw ard and 
forward in my mind. I hated to 
lose business, and the hotel or­ 
der was profitable.” 
Penney then corrected his e r­ 
ror, telling the chef he would 
discontinue the bribe. And true 
to his word, the chef cut off the 
business 
and 
Penney’s 
shop 
was forced to close. 
One moral of course, is that 
Penney never would have sta rt­ 
ed his multibillion-dollar chain 
if he hadn’t been true to prin­ 
ciple, and so in that sense good­ 
ness won out. 
JCP carried it further. He be­ 
lieved 
always, he said, 
that 
when he adhered to precepts 
and attitudes taught him in his 
youth—when he stayed with the 
golden rule—“ things went well; 
when I becam e neglectful. I got 
into trouble.” 
“ Could it work today?” Pen­ 
ney was asked in the interview 
“ Absolutely,” he said. “ It is 
working today. Business now is 
conducted on a much higher 
ethical plane than when I sta rt­ 
ed out.’

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
American railroad rate struc­ 
ture is the product of “ bureau­ 
cracy at its worst,” Ohio Repub­ 
lican Sen.

estimated rates on file with the 
Interstate Commerce Colimis- 
sion would make a single stack 
of boob seven and a half to 
eight times as tall as the Wash 
ington monument.

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Swe­ 
den’s 
Socialist 
government 
readied legislation today order­ 
ing thousands of striking civil 
servants back to work and said 
it was ending the retaliatory 
lockouts which raised the total 
number of government employ­ 
es off the job to nearly 50,000. 
Premier Olof Palme's Cabinet 
sad the back-to-work law will 
give mediators more time to 
negotiate 
with leaders 
of the 
strike for higher wages that be­ 
gan Jan. 28. 
The 
government’s 
depart­ 
ment for collective bargaining 
announced all lockouts ordered 
by the government will end at 
midnight Thursday. It had lock­ 
ed out employes in various 
nonstriking offices in an at­ 
tempt to generate pressure on 
the strikers to return to work. 
The government also with­ 
drew a threat to lock out 3,GOO 
’of the 5,300 officers 
in 
the 
army, 
navy 
and 
air force. 
Armed forces officers in Swe­ 
den are classified as civil ser­ 
vants and belong to the same 
union as the government's rail­ 
road employes, who are on 
strike. 
Gen. Stig Synnergren, chair­ 
man 
the joint chiefs of staff, 
had warned that a lockout 
of 
the officers could seriously im­ 
pair national defense. 


ber William Nye suggested Ohio 
might need stricter standards

pollution, controls over mercury 
and other toxic elements not

The board, at the same time, 
took no action on a request for 
a waste disposal permit for a 
nuclear generator being con­ 
structed near Port Clinton.

Stabbings Bring General Lockup Of San Quentin Cons 


SAN QUENTIN, Calif. (A P ) 
— Five inmate stabbings within 
24 hours have brought the first 
general lockup at San Quentin 
State Prison in two years as 
authorities 
sought 
to 
check 
mounting racial tension. 
None of the stabbings was fa­ 
tal. 
Warden Louis Nelson ordered 
the general lockup after the 
fifth 
stabbing Tuesday after­ 


noon. He said it “ appeared to 
us we had a racial situation 
growing.” 
The 3,250 convicts are con­ 
fined to their cells except for 
marches to meals and trips to 
the hospital. Exercise periods, 
work details, school classes and 
vocational training have been 
canceled. 
The lockup will continue. Nel­ 
son said, “ until we can be as­ 


sured the men can return to 
normal routines without fear 
for their safety.” 
The last general lockup at 
San Quentin, in spring 1969, 
also was caused by attacks of 
inmates on one another amid 
racial tensions. 
Associate 
Warden 
James 
Park said the initial stabbing 
was “ a personal thing” which 
“ young hotheads took it upon 


themselves to expand.” 
Park 
said 
inmate 
leaders 
were unable to “ cool the situ­ 
ation” involving blacks, whites 
and ,Mexican-Americans. 
Wayne D. Early, 24, a black, 
was 
knifed 
in 
the 
shoulder 
three times as he was returning 
to his cell for nightly 
lockup 
Monday. Park said a Mexican- 
American 
was 
held 
in 
that 
stabbing. 


Two 
white 
inmates, Frank 
Tuba ch, 23, and Dougla s R. 
Spencer, 
26, 
received 
minor 
stab wounds Tuesday morning. 
Most seriously hurt was the 
fourth victim, Arthur Golia, 27, 
who was knifed in the stomach 
and back shortly after noon 
Tuesday. His condition was re­ 
ported satisfactory after sur­ 
gery 
for 
a pierced 
kidney. 
Golia is white. 


Three 
black 
inmates 
were 
held, Park said, in the stabbing 
of Robert Sconyers, 34, white, 
less than two hours after Golia 
was 
attacked. 
Sconyers

wounded in the chest and arm.

Disorder Shuts 


Another School 


In Columbus 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) - 
Racial disorders shut down an­ 
other Columbus school Tuesday, 
and a police official said ten­ 
sions which began building three 
weeks ago still haven’t peaked. 
Roosevelt Junior High School 
was closed at noon when fights 
and general disorder developed 
at a student meeting called by 
Principal Fred Ricketts in an 
attempt to discuss problems. 
A short time later, police di­ 
verted about 200 students who 
headed from Roosevelt to Mo­ 
hawk and Central high schools 
and arrested three students. 
At Linden McKinley Junior 
School, 25 white students were 
arrested after police received 
complaints that cars filled with 
white students were tying up 
traffic around the school. 
In another incident Tuesday, 
two 
policemen were 
injured 
slightly at Central High School 
when a student they were escort­ 
ing to the principal’s office turn­ 
ed on them. Police have been 
patrolling Central's corridors for 
about two weeks as a result of 
disorders. 
LL Tom Waters of the police 
intelligence division said Tues­ 
day one school or another has 
been closed almost every day 
since mid-February. 
“ We’ve got a very tense sit­ 
uation in our whole school sy­ 
stem because of incidents lead­ 
ing back three weeks to Black 
History Week,” Waters saki. 
“ We have controlled 
it to 
some extent, but it has been 
building up,” he said. 
“ It does not seem to have 
reached its peav yet.” 
At Roosevelt, Prinicpal Rick­ 
etts said he had sensed tensions 
were high and called the meet­ 
ing to try to get students to 
talk over their problems. 
“ We couldn’t bring them to­ 
gether,” Ricketts said. Several 
fights broke out and Ricketts 
said there was general disorder 
in the school cafeteria before 
students were sent home. No 
property destruction was report­ 
ed.

learning to read; he eats pizza 
and pickles. 
“ He’s just doing real good,” 
says 
Dr. 
John 
Stechschulte, 
the boy’s pediatrician. “ He is in 
excellent physical condition . . . 
completely free of any signs or 
symptoms of the previous di­ 
sease.” 
Stechschulte h e l p e d guide 
Matt’s treatment for three cri­ 
tical months. He said complica­ 
tions involving the brain, heart 
and lungs cause death in rabies. 
The body can defeat the virus it­ 
self. 
“ We feel that most likely an­ 
ticipating 
complications 
and 
treatment of the complications 
are the things that resulted in 
his recovery,” he doctor said. 
“ There’s no cure for the di­ 
sease. But we do feel that treat­ 
ing complications before they 
occur may be the secret.” 
Matthew won’t go back to 


school this year. He will see 
Stechschulte every two weeks 
for a while. 
“ I expect that by summer he 
will 
be on completely 
unre­ 
stricted activity,” the pediatric­ 
ian said. “ We’re going to keep 
him away from crowds. There is 
a lot of infection now in schools 
so we will keep him in a home 
environment. 
“ No one has ever reached 
this point in recovery from ra­ 
bies and we can’t completely 
rule out a relapse, but we don’t 
want anything to happen to con­ 
tribute to one.” 
Matthew was bitten last Oct. 
IO while he slept in bis 
farm 
home at Wilshire, Ohio. His par­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Nicholas 
Winkler, r e s p o n d e d to his 
screams and found a bat biting 
his left thumb. 
The father captured the ani­ 
mal and tests proved it rabid. 
Despite vaccination, Matthew 
developed symptoms of rabies 
and was hospitalized Nov. 5. It 
was nearly seven weeks before 
doctors reported he was recov­ 
ering. 
He left the hospital Jan. 27— 
his seventh birthday. 
Since then, his only illness 
was one case of upset stomach.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — 
A scientist at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity has developed a new gen­ 
eral anesthetic which he says 
will give surgery patients an 
“ increased chance of survival.” 
Dr. Charles E. Reier, instruc­ 
tor in anesthesiology at the OSU 
College of Medicine, said the 
mixture of ethyl alcohol and 
morphine does not disturb heart 
rate, rhythm or blood pressure 
and does no harm to the liver 
and kidneys. 
Reier said he believed the new 
technique may be especially use­ 
ful in open-heart surgery, al­ 
though it is applicable to all 
types of operations. 
Reier plans to present a paper 
on the technique at the Inter­ 
national Anesthesia 
Research 
Society seminar March 20 in 
Nassau. Bahamas. The paper 
will be published later in a med­ 
ical journal. 
The concept of combining al­ 
cohol and a narcotic is not new, 
Reier said. 
Recently 
anesthesiologists 
have used morphine or ethyl al­ 
cohol by themselves. Used to­ 
gether, Reier said, each can be 
given in smaller dosages, and 
the combination he developed 
has proved 
more satisfactory 
than either by itself. 
He said more laboratory in­ 
vestigations of the method still 
are required.
